AN INSIGHT TO GALLUP 


In order to give you a concise introduction to Gallup and its people, this infor- 
mation is offered as a means of acquainting you with our city. 


HISTORY: Gallup has grown from a western frontier railroad terminus and coal mining town 
into a bustling modern trade center with an urban population of approximately 21,000 people. 
Basic industries today, in addition to retail and wholesale, are petroleum refining, ura- 
nium mining, tourism, light manufacturing, and government services for some 100,000 In- 
dians in health, education, etc. 


ECONOMY: A market area covering some 15,000 square miles, in which an estimatéd 90,000 
people live and work, is served by Gallup establishments. Gross sales have topped 
$115,000,000,00 annually, and economy is considered very sound. 


FINANCIAL: Gallup.has three banks and two savings and loan associations, In addition, 
there are several personal loan businesses, These agencies are closely regulated by 
State and Federal laws for your protection, 


TRANSPORTATION: McKinley County and Gallup are serviced by the mainline of the Santa 
Fe Railroad, two transcontinental bus lines, and Frontier Airlines. Gallup is situated 
on Interstate 40, US Highway 666, and NM Highway 32, Charter air service is available 
at the Gallup Airport. 


CLIMATE: Temperature ranges are often extreme, varying as much as 50 degrees in one day. 
There are four definite seasons. Humidity is generally low so that a high of 96 degrees 
is pleasant. Lowest recorded cold is -57 degrees; the highest, 99 degrees, Annual pre- 
cipitation exceeds 10 inches, with snowfall measuring about 20 inches, Winter nights 
may be colds; summer nights, pleasant, Altitude is 6515 at downtown level, 


EMPLOYMENT: There are many opportunities in most non-technical fields of endeavor. It 
is recommended that job seekers file an application with the New Mexico Employment Secur- 
ity Service, 814 State Road 32, POB 1179, Gallup 87301. 


HOUSING: Construction of private has not kept pace with population growth. As a result, 
rental property has been scarce. Demand beyond supply tends to hold land and housing 
prices at high levels, and down payments often seem to be high. Rentals, especially fur- 
nished, are extremely scarce. 


TAXES: Taxes in Gallup and McKinley County are about average for New Mexico, and lower 
than in most western states. New Mexico has property taxes, individual income tax, auto- 
mobile license, driver license, gross receipts, and the usual taxes found in most states. 


GOVERNMENT: McKinley County is governed by an elected Board of Commissioners. The offices 
of Assessor, Sheriff, Clerk, etc., are elected. The City of Gallup has the Mayor-Council 
form of government, and hires a City Manager for administrative details and planning. 

A council of governments serves to unite these elected bodies in planning and technical 
assistance on projects of mutual interest. 


CHURCHES: Twenty-two different denominations are represented in Gallup. Numerous missions 
are located throughout the county. There is no synagogue. These congregations provide an 
excellent opportunity to become acquainted with our people. 


EDUCATION: A City-County school system covers the second largest school district, in 

area, in the United States, There are five high schools, nine. junior highs, and 19 elemen- 
tary schools in the public sch . system. In addition, there are two parochial high 
schools, three junior high schcols, and three elementary schools, The Bureau of Indian 
Affairs offers extensive educational opportunities for Indian students through day and 
boarding schools. The University of New Mexico, Gallup branch, provides a two year 

course in liberal arts and pre-professional study. 


HOSPITALS: The McKinley General Hospital, 80 beds, was opened in July, 1969. It is 
among the best equipped in New Mexico. Rehoboth Christian Hospital, 40 beds, opened in 
November, 1970. Gallup has a growing medical force in private practice, including family 
specialists, surgeons, a pediatrician, an internist, an opthalmologist, a gynecologist, 

a pathologist, and a radiologist, A nursing home, 60 beds, provides extended care for 
elderly and recuperating patients. The Public Health Service Indian Hospital, 200 beds, 
provides care for our American Indian citizens, All three hospitals have active auxil- 
liaries,. 


MINORITIES: Everyone in Gallup belongs to a minority group, American Indians make up the 
largest number in one group. These people are mostly Navajos, Zunis, Hopis, and in re~ 
cent years many members of other tribes and nations, Persons with Spanish surnames make 
up a large group. Other groups represent nearly all European countries, Chinese, Japanese, 
and Negro peoples, There are no "hyphenated" persons in our community. 


RECREATION: Gallup presents many opportunities for recreation, sports, and social activity. 
Participation depends upon the individual and his desire to join with others for mutual 


appreciation and pleasure. 


Inter-tribal Indian Ceremonial brings together some twenty Indian tribes for dances, 
sports, and cultural exchanges each year, 

The Lions Club Rodeo is a June feature that provides pleasure for those interested 
in that sport, 

Nearby McGaffey and the Cibola National Forest are ideal for summer camping and winter 
sports such as sledding, skating, etc. There is an organized ski club. 

There are two national parks and six national monuments within a radius of 125 miles, 
The Chamber of Commerce will help plan your trip. ‘ 

Hunting and fishing are popular sports, Sporting goods stores will help with proper 
_ licensing for state and reservation areas. 

A swimming pool and tennis courts are available at Ford Canyon Recreation Park. 
Other facilities are available at the other park areas including one enclosed swimming 
pool. 

An extensive program of girl's and boy's baseball and Little League competition is 
carried out during the summer months, 

Usual interscholastic sports are scheduled by local high schools; the University of 
New Mexico in Albuquerque, provides a well balanced collegiate program. 

A nine hole municipal golf course is maintained by the city, but weather restricts 
late fall and winter playing schedules. A second nine hole course is planned. 

The Community Concert Association is active and usually schedules four performances 
each year. There is an active Santa Fe Opera Guild in the city. 

An amateur theatrical group presents programs at various times during the year and 
is always searching for acting talent. 

Gallup Public Library has been widely acclaimed as outstanding for a community of 
this size, You are welcome to use its facilities and more than 55,000 volumes, 

The Museum of Indian Arts and Crafts is open year 'round from 9 a.m. until 5 pm. 
Free slide programs are presented during summer months. 

Service Clubs include Rotary, Kiwanis (2), Lions, Soroptimists, Business and Pro- 
fessional Women, Jaycees, etc. 

Gallup is a growing city of friendly people. They want to help make any adjustment 
you might have in living here as pleasant as possible. However, they expect you to meet 
half-way, to mutually enjoy the many advantages and facilities which we have in our home 
town.

This is general information concerning prospects for employment in the Gallup area. 
Variations can be expected in the general pattern because of local and seasonal 


conditions, 


SECRETARIAL=-CLERICAL: There is usually a good demand for trained and experienced 
people. Salaries vary depending upon job description and duties. Many of the 
better secretarial positions are in the federal government installations - Bureau of 
Indian Affairs, Public Health Service and Fort Wingate Army Depot. These are Civil 
Service positions and application must be made through these channels, 


TECHNICAL: Gallup is not a highly industrialized city and the demand for technicians 
is correspondingly low. There are two electronic installations in the nearby area, 
There is limited demand for technicians in the government service, available through 
regular Civil Service channels. 


CONSTRUCTION: Construction work is generally good during the warmer months, with 
little activity during winter. ome construction is moderate, and follows the same 


seasons. 


RESTAURANT and MOTFL: Cooks, waitresses and motel service personnel are in heavy de- 
mand during the summer months, with lesser calls during winter. Wages for skilled 
chefs are good. Waitress income is good in choice restaurants where performance re- 
quirements are strict. \ 


AUTO MECHANICS: Demand for good mechanics is constant at all dealerships. Mechanics 
work on 50-50 basis or by local agreement. 


TRADES: There is seasonal demand for electricians, plumbers, carpenters, etc. (see 
construction above). There is demand for appliance and office equipment repairmen, 
but there is ample supply of TV - radio repairmen. 


SALES: Experienced and trained sales people are always in demand. Pay scales vary. 


PROFESSIONAL: Steady demand for most professions. There is special need for doctors 
of medicine, and special assistance is available. Dentists, lawyers, and teachers 
have little trouble locating in Gallup. 


UNSKILLED: There is always a surplus of untrained and unskilled labor on the local 
market. Prospect for immediate employment of an unskilled newcomer is poor due to 
the large number of employable Indian people. 


The Chamber of Commerce advises persons desiring to locate here to establish connec- 
tions before moving, or be able to support himself for a few weeks while getting estab- 
lished. Housing is in short supply and seasonal conditions cause fluctuation in Labor 
demanis. Much time might be saved by applying through the New Mexico State Employment 
Service, P. 0. Box 1179, Gallup 87301. It is a state sponsored, non-fee charging 
agency.

Gallup and its trade area comprises some 15,000 square miles located in northwest- 
ern New Mexico and northeastern Arizona, This area lies atop the Colorado Plateau and 
varies in topography and elevation. The elevation averages around 4,500 in the valleys, 
reaching up to over 9,000 feet in the mountain areas, 


The climate is generally arid, but seasonal. Precipitation varies from four inches 
in the lower area to twenty inches in the mountains. About 40% of the moisture falls 
during July, August, and September during thunder showers. Some 34% falls during the 
period from December to March in the form of snow, Snow seldom remains for more than a 
few days at one time. 


Temperature ranges from an average annual minimum of 31.3 degrees to an average max- 
imum of 64.3. The record low is a -57 degrees, and the warmest day recorded reached 99 
degrees. Temperature change, within a 24-hour time span, may vary as much as 50 degrees 
in high and low recordings. 


In Gallup the summer days are pleasant and not too warm because of the low humidity. 
A light coat or wrap is usually comfortable during the evening hours. Winters are cold, 
but not cold enough to handicap normal daily activities, There is a gradual change of 
seasons, making the Indian Capital a most pleasant place for year ‘round living. 


The altitude in Gallup is 6,515 above sea level. 
Most of the soils are residual. Depths of the soil are usually shallow with out- 


croppings of parent sandstone rock being common, Organic content is low in a texture 
which varies from sandy loam to clay.

Gallup is primarily a trade center for an area covering some 15,000 square miles 
in northwestern New Mexico and northeastern Arizona. Population within this area is 
estimated at 85,000 persons. More than half of these people are American Indians of 
the Navajo, Zuni, and Hopi tribes. 


Gallup is serviced by the main-line of the Santa Fe Railroad and Amtrak with 
two or more passenger trains and numerous freight trains daily, Frontier Airlines 
Greyhound and Continental Trailways operate more than twenty daily arrivals and de- 
partures. Freight trucking lines provide connections with major transportation sys- 
tems to all parts of the Unties States. Interstate 40 (Highway 66) for east-west 
travelers, U.S. Highway 666 for north-south travel, and New Mexico Road 32 to the 
south provide automotive arteries for visitors and truck freight shipments alike. 


Within a radius of 125 miles, there are two national parks, five national monu- 
ments, and a national historical site. These natural and archaeological wonders 
attract thousands of visitors each year. The annual Inter-tribal Indian Ceremonial, 
which brings people from all over the world, is held in Gallup. A 1973 traffic 
count by the New Mexico State Highway Department established an average of over 
8,880 vehicles per day passing 2 point on I-40 east of Gallup. It was estimated that 
53% of these were out-of-state passenger cars. 


To accommodate these visitors, Gallup has 45 motels and hotels, 49 restaurants 
and cafes, and 73 gasoline service stations representing most all of the major com- 
panies, There are 27 retail Indian-crafts shops well stocked with Indian goods. 
These account for some $18,000,000 in the gross sales of Gallup and McKinley County 
each year. 


There are several manufacturing firms in the area producing infant furniture, 
printed matter, bottling companies, sheet metal products, aspen excelsior, food 
processing and bakery goods. A large industry in hand-crafted Indian jewelry and 
artifacts is carried on in the homes of our Indian people. 


The Ciniza Refinery of Shell Oil Company of Texas is located a few miles east 
of the city. The Department of the Army maintains the Fort Wingate Army Depot nearby, 
The 200-bed Public Health Service Indian Hospital, which employs 350 doctors, nurses, 
and technicians, is located here. Two private hospitals and a convalescent home pro- 
vide a combined additional 180 beds, El Paso Natural Gas Company operates several 
installations in the area, 


A coal strip-mine operation is conducted by the Pittsburg-Midway Coal Mining 
Company. Processing and mining of uranium, bentonite, oil, helium, lignite, and 
natural gas in the outlying sections contribute to the diversity of the economy. 
Two uranium mines are only 15 miles from downtown Gallup. 


Timber production, pinon nuts, wool, hides, cattle, sheep, and produce from the 
fertile San Juan River valley are shipped from Gallup in large quantities, 


The Federal Government operates twelve different agencies from Gallup addresses, 
Nearly 2,000 persons are employed in these agencies which provide Gallup an unusually 
stable economy. 


TAXES and UTILITY RATES

REAL PROPERTY TAX (State, County, City and School): 
Assessments are based upon 33% of market value of property. Rates vary slightly from 
year to year, but totaled $40.90 per $1,000.00 assessed valuation in Gallup during 1974-75, 


County figures are less. 


PERSONAL PROPERTY TAX: 
Personal property is assessed at the same rate as Real Property. 


INVENTORY TAX: 
Inventories are considered to be Personal Property and assessed at 33% of market value. 


However, goods intransit (only temporarily at rest) are exempt from tax under provisions 
of the New Mexico Freeport Law. 


OCCUPATION LICENSE TAX: 
County - $6.00 minimum; $150.00 maximum, based upon a gross sales formula. 
City - .50¢ per $1,000.00 gross sales (wholesale). 
$1.00 per $1,000.00 gross sales (retail). 


AUTOMOBILE LICENSE TAX: 

Based on a formula coupling weight and age of vehicle. Commercial vehicles pay higher 
license rates. Certificate of title or lien holding must be presented for license within 
30 days of residence. Some categories of persons, i.e. military personnel and students, 


are exempt. 


DRIVER PERMITS: 
New Mexico driver permit must be obtained within 30 days of residence. Examination 


is mandatory covering eye sight and driving rules. Road tests are often excluded if a 
valid license is presented for exchange. Fee is $3.75 and license is good for two years 
in most cases. 


NEW MEXICO SALES TAX: 
A 47, sales tax, based upon gross sales, must be paid the State of New Mexico by retail 
merchants, This tax is passed to the consumer, The State returns 1% to the municipality. 


NEW MEXICO INCOME TAXe 
Employers are obliged by State Law to withhold an amount for each payroll period com- 


puted on a percentage basis of the Federal tax withheld.

GALLUP has grown from a western frontier railroad terminus and 
coal mining town into a busy trade and light manufacturing center 
with an urban population of some 20,000 people. Basic economic 
factors today include retail and wholeslae trade, petroleum refin- 
ing, coal and uranium mining, light manufacturing, tourism, and 
government services including administrating affairs for about 
140,000 American Indians of the Navajo, Zuni and Hopi tribes. 
Established in 1882, the ethnic groups which came to work in the 
coal mines and for the railroad, plus the natural magnetism of the 
frontier, have given Gallup a very cosmopolitan population. As a 
result, everyone belongs to a minority group. 


TRANSPORTATION

Inter- 
state 40 (US 66) is the main highway for east-west travel; US 606 
serves to the north; and NM 32 serves to the south.

GOVERNMENT 

City Gavernment consists of Mayor and four councilmen, with 
City manager. 55 paid police officers; 26 paid and 15 volunteer 
firemen; all areas are zoned; a ten year Master Plan has been 
adopted. 

County government consists of three commissioners and man- 
ager. Sheriff, clerk, assessor and treasurer are elective offices. 
Zoning is in process. McKinley County has two Senators and five 
Representatives in the New Mexico State Legislature. 


EDUCATION : 
County-wide school system consists of five high schools, six junior 
high schools, 19 elementary schools, including Special Education 
for the handicapped. There are two parochial high schools, three 
junior high schools, and five elementary schools. Total school 
enrollment in excess of 13,500 students. A two-year level branch 
college of the university of New Mexico provides transferable 
under-graduate credits. 


CHURCHES 

Thirty-two congregations represent twenty denominations in Gal- 
lup. There is no synagogue. Many denominations sponsor mis- 
sions in the rural county area and on the various Indian reserva- 
tions. 


MEDICAL SERVICES

There is a 
60-bed extended care convalescent facility. There are 19 physi- 
cians and surgeons in private practice: seven dentists, and two 
veterinarians.

To assess traffic flow, the New Mexico State Highway Department maintains contin- 
uous traffic recorder stations throughout the state. One such station is located on Inter- 
state 40 (Highway 66) at a point east of Grants, some 65 miles from Gallup, On an unad- 
justed annual basis, the highway carried an average of 9,714 vehicles per day in 1975 with 
about 55% said to be out-of-state (0/S) passenger cars. 


Monthly variations in the 1975 average daily traffic at this control point ranged 
from 6,937 during the month of February to a high of 12,977 vehicles during the month of 
August. 


Assuming a conservative average of 2.7 passengers per vehicle, as based upon an 
actual count by the Arizona Highway Department at Lupton, Arizona, west of Gallup, the month 
of February accounted for an estimated total of 183,553 out-of-state automobile visitors, 
while August accounted fer 814,631 persons.

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Housing is critically short in Gallup - just as it is in most growing communities of 
the southwest. The shortages have resulted from many factors, but the most important is 
that nearby mineral deposits of energy producing ores has caused a very noticeable pop- 
ulation increase. 


Residential building during the past few years has increased markedly, but it has 
not been able to keep pace with the population growth. Several apartment complexes helped 
alleviate the problem, but more are needed, The same might be said for mobile home parks, 
where even parking spaces are becoming more difficult to rent, 


There are several housing-area developments on the planning boards. However, construc- 
tion time will make it a year or more in the future before facilities will be available, 


Single family dwellings, for purchase, are often available, but demand is high. Cur- 
rently, most such dwellings are offered at prices ranging from $23,000 to $38,000, Cus- 
tom builders are available, and construction costs run at about $22.00 per square foot of 
space. 


Rentals of two or three bedroom furnished houses are almost non-existent. Unfurnished 
houses of this size appear on the market occasionally. Apartments are available, but these 
often require a period of time on a waiting list. These units are generally priced from 
$135.00 to $260.00 per month. Most rental units are not furnished beyond a stove and 
usually a refrigerator. 


The housing situation in Gallup is indicative of the growth which has increased in 
the population from 9,133 persons in 1950 to over 20,000 in the urban area, ini I975.. -Ee 
is recommended that a real estate firm such as listed below, all members of this organ- 
ization, be contacted to ascertain available quarters.
